Here as Result of Protest 


State Department of Mental Diseases Makes Announcement After Intensive Drive 
by Townspeople Against Proposal— Options on 1130 Acres Secured 
ill Not Be Renewed on Expiration Date 


} The State School for the Feeble-minded 
|} will not be located in Andover, This an 
nouncement was made at the State House 
yesterday, about a month and a half after 
the town had first started its intensive fight 
against the State's plan of locating the school 
here. For the past few weeks it has been 
expected that an announcement of some sort 
would be made and rumors of every descrip 
tion were flying about the town. Yesterday's 
statement from the State House finally 
establishes the fact beyond any doubt that 
the school will not come here 

The official statement issued by the De- 
partment of Mental Diseases is as follows: 

“The Department of Mental Diseases 
today announces that the site in Andover 
recommended for a new school for the feeble 
minded will not receive approval because of 
the objections of many, expressed to His 
lexcellency, Governor Ely 

Notifications have been sent by registered 
mail in accordance with the optional agree- 
ments expiring May 2, 1932 to the parties 
interested,” 

Phe state took out options on a large area 
of land in West Andover about a year ago. 
The total area was about 1130 acres, and it 
| was estimated that the state needed options 
or control over another 565 acres to make its 
holdings complete, ‘The land was bounded by 
Lowell street from Bellevue road to Argilla 
road, Dascomb road, Osgood street, and 
Bellevue road. The options were to expire 
May 2

A committee of citizens visited the governor 
to urge the abandonment of the plan, and 
many consultations were held at the State 
House, The Andover Taxpayers’ association 
and the local post of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars declared themselves formally against 
the proposed location, and in short an inten 
sive campaign was waged by the town and its 
organizauions 


For several weeks the question has been 
hanging fire. Because of the delay there were 
many wild rumors circulating about the 
community. Many people felt that the state 
was trying to slip the school over on the 
town, One rumor had it that the options had 
already been renewed.
